Byrd ac¬ 
cumulated a score of I l point* against 
Stevens who came second with six 
points, followed by H. Vincent with 
five.

with their guests and the speakers of 
the pining were seated. The Sand 
spur was fortunate in having as prin¬ 
ciple speaker at the banquet, Mr- 
Frank N. Doubleday, president of 
the well-known publishing firm of 
Doubleday, Rage & Co, Mr. Double¬ 
day is spending the winter in Winter 
Park, having Liken the “Alabama'* 
estate for the season. 

The atmosphere of this gathering 
of journalists and aspiring journal¬ 
ists was pervaded with enthusiasm, 
especially on account of the presence 
of the editors of other college papers 
of the state, who had been invited to 
attend for the purpose of furthering 
the mutual interests of collegiate Jour¬ 
nalism in Florida.

The basket ball game staged Wed¬ 
nesday, February 18, in the Lyman 
Gymnasium, was a fitting opening for 
the athletic events nf the 35th Found¬ 
er’s Week of Rollins College. 

The team from Arcadia traveled up 
in the hard downpour, only to tie de¬ 
feated in a fast and thrilling game by 
the Rollins boys, after a hard strug¬ 
gle on both side*. From the outs tart 
Rollins, through its team-work and 
consistent passing, had a slight ad¬ 
vantage over its heavier opponent, 
for despite the terrifftc onrush of the 
Aviators they constantly worked the 
ball back from the danger zone. 

The jinx was clearly in evidence, 
running closely beside Capt. Fletcher 
and hanging by the Rollins basket. 
Time after time Fletcher would shoot, 
the hail spinning all about the basket 
only to drop on the outside. Vincent 
was able to free himself from the 
black jinx making all the field goals 
save one. Vincent was in splendid 
form and showed his hest in this con¬ 
test, causing the opponents much an¬ 
xiety. 

Boyle starred for the Rollins guards 
with his usual manner of slipping 
around the opponents. However, in¬ 
dividual praise would be useless as 
the entire team worked in unison. 

In the first, half most of the play¬ 
ing was about the Rollins basket, the 
Aviators having very few chances at 
their own goal la spite of the hard 
luck in shooting, Vincent made four 
baskets and Fletcher one (and two 
foul goals), making a total of twelve 
points for Rollins against six for the 
visitors. However, the Aviators 
strengthened slightly in Lhe second 
half, making eight points against the 
locals’ live. Milan and Lain featured 
for the Aviators with their shooting 
ability. 

On the whole the game was one of

SPECIAL RULING ON IIE-IN* 
STATEMENT ON WAR RISK 
INSURANCE 


Under a new and very liberal rul¬ 
ing of far-reaching importance to 
millions of former service men, is¬ 
sued by Director K. G. Cholmclcy- 
Jtmes of the Bureau of War Risk In¬ 
surance with the approval of Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury Carter Glass, 
War Risk (term! Insurance, regard¬ 
less of how long it may have been 
lapsed or canceled, and regardless uT 
bow long the former s rev ice man may 
have been discharged, may be rein¬ 
stated any time before duly 1, 11120. 

The only conditions arc; 

1, —Two monthly premiums on the 
amount of insurance to be reinstated 
must accompany the application. 

2. —Tilts applicant must be in as 
1 good health as at the date of dis¬ 
charge, or at the expiration of the 
grace period, whichever is the later 
date, find so state in the application. 

The new ruling is the most import¬ 
ant liberalization tif War Risk Insur¬ 
ance since the passage of the Sweet 
bill, and is designed for the special 
be lit* fit of service men who failed to 
reinstate their insurance prior to the 
new law, and who have been discharg¬ 
ed more than 18 months. 

Ex-service men may still reinstate 
their lapsed term insurance at any 
time within 18 months folio wing the 
month of discharge by complying 
with the same conditions. Within 
three months following the month of 
discharge reinstatement may be made 
by simply remitting two months’ pre¬ 
miums without a formal application or 
statement as to health. 

Reinstatement may also be made 
after 18 months following discharge, 
as follows; If the insurance has not 
been lapsed longer than three months, 

! by complying with the conditions out¬ 
lined In U) And (2) above. From 
the fourth to the eleventh month, in¬ 
clusive, after lapse, by complying with 
the same conditions, and in addition 
submitting a formal report of exam¬ 
ination made by a reputable physician 
substantiating the statement of health 
to the satis faction of the Director of 
the Bureau. 

In announcing the new ruling, Di¬ 
rector Choline ley-Jones desires to em¬ 
phasize the fact that W at Ilisk 
(term) Insurance or U. S. Govern¬ 
ment (converted) Life Insurance may I 
now be made payable to any of the 
following new and enlarged group of 
beneficiaries: 

Life Insurance, now or at any time 
within five years after the format 
termination; Parent, grandparent, 
step-parent, wife (or husband), child, 
step-child, adopted child, grandchild, 
brother, sister, half-brother, half- 
sister, brother through adoption, sif¬ 
ter through adoption, stepbrother, 
stepsister, parent through adoption, 
unde, aunt, nephew, niece, brother-in. 
law. sister-in-law; persons who have 
stood in the relation of a parent to 
the insured for a period of one year 
or more prior to bis enlistment or in¬ 
duction, nr the child or children of 
such persons, parent, grandparent, 
step-parent, or parent through adop¬ 
tion of the insured’s wife (or bus- i 
ba mi). 

War Risk (term) Insurance may be 
converted into United States govern¬ 
ment Life Insurance, now or at any¬ 
time within live years after the form¬ 
al termination of the war by procla¬ 
mation of the President,

The Author Chung?* His Subject and 
Tells of a Visit to Some Literary 
Friends in England 

(Robert Cult) 

One of the outstanding features of 
Founder's Weclr wna the lecture by 
Mr. Hamlin Garland, well-known Am¬ 
erican author and lecturer, who spoke 
to a large and appreciative audience 
in Knowles Hall last Thursday night. 
Many of Mr. Garland’s hearers had a 
pleasant remembrance of ills lecture 
given during Founder’s Week of last 
year uml had returned to hear more 
of his experiences in the world of lit¬ 
erature. 

Chancellor Brooks introduced Mr, 
Irving Rachel ler. who was to intro¬ 
duce the speaker of the evening. Both 
Mr, Rachel ler und Mr. Garland being 
old friends, each claims to know the 
other's fine points as well as his fail¬ 
ings. Mr. Bachelter said that the 
worst failing which Mr Garland hail 
was to think that he could sing and 
to be continually trying to prove it, 
when he couldn’t. 

Mr. Garland stated that he hud 
been asked to speak on "Prairie Song 
and WesLern Story" hut owing to it's 
similarity to hist year’s lecture he 
woo lit change it and give a few renrnn. 
■seenres of his visits to the homes of 
several English authors. 

He begun by telling of the visit of 
Rudynrd Kipling to this country and 
how he with James Whitcomb Riley 
dined with Mr. Kipling nt the latter's 
hotel, Mr. Garland had been forced 
by circumstances over which he had i 
no control to wear a Prince Albert 
coat to all social events and felt cm- 
harassed by this invitation. When he 
wrote Mr. Kipling, asking if he would 
mind his coming in such attire. Kip* 
ling replied, “Come in a sack if you: 
like." 

A short lime afterward, Mr Gar¬ 
land was invited by the English auth¬ 
or’s League to come over and address 
them at their annual banquet. He 
made plans Lt> do so, hut confided to 
a friend that he ought to take the con¬ 
ventional Ureas suit with him hut that 
he had worn u Prince Albert for so 
tong that his acquaintances had gain¬ 
ed the idea that he was opposed to 
dress suits. His friend suggested that 
lie tell his associates when he return¬ 
ed that na tiu* English were such ad¬ 
vocates of convention he had been 
forced to get the dress suit. In this 
manner his problem was solved, 

Mr. Garland told of sitting next to 
a "little old man” who waa very reti¬ 
cent, and when, after the banquet Mr. 
Garland asked some one who this man 
was, he was told it was Barrie, the 
Scotch author and playwright. During 
Jais stay in England he was introduc¬ 
ed to George Bernard Shaw, the not¬ 
ed English author, Shaw invited Gar¬ 
land out to hb country home for a 
visit and white there he met Sir Ar¬ 
thur Conan Doyle, the writer of the 
well-known detective stories featuring 
Sherlock Hoimess. 

After going back to London Mr, 
Garland attended a banquet und sat 
next to a man who had little to flay to 
any one and who seemed little inter¬ 
ested in anything said.

Peru, where an American firm which 
neglected to submit its invoices in 
metric terms whs saved from the 
confiscation of its entire shipment on¬ 
ly after, strenuous efforts by the Unit¬ 
ed Stales commercial attache at that 
port, 

A bulletin by the Latin-American 
division of the bureau of foreign and 
domestic commerce, in discussing the 
necessity of the metric system in 
Latin-American trade, says that "the 
present lack of uniformity In the old 
weights and measures used in Latin 
America constitutes one of the chief 
reasons for the extension of the met¬ 
ric system in that part of the world. 

“The recognized advantages of uni¬ 
formity and simplicity possessed by 
the metric system and the impetus al¬ 
ready given it in I>atin-America by 
ts olhetal adaption, make it the log¬ 
ical successor of the numerous and 
varying systems that niusl inevitably 
yield to definite standards with the 
expansion of trade and the resulting 
improvement, in communication/’

In 
hearty accord with the spirit of the 
evening, Mr, Blackburn stressed the 
growing importance of “getting to¬ 
gether” in the matter of the college 
papers of Florida, and trusted that 
this banquet would be the beginning 
of a lasting co-operative effort on the 
part of the college press of the state. 

As Mr. Blackburn finished, a toast 
to this spirit uf co-operation in tile 
college pres* and to its speedy crys¬ 
tal ixntion into some tangible form of 
mutual help was proposed by the 
toastmaster, to which ail the banquet¬ 
ers responded with an enthusiastic 
flourish. 

Former Editors Sptak. 

Four former editors of the Sand- 
spur were introduced in turn, Mrs. 
Cornelius Chnstiancy, of Ailnndale, 
Society Editor of the San it spur in ’Oil 
and '04. spoke of the happy days she 
spent at Rollins. She said that at 
that time social notes wer» especially 
hard to find and that she could heart¬ 
ily sympathize with present editors 
for she had once had the misfortune 
of handing in her notes just before 
going to press at commencement time 
when they were all very busy—and 
the editor lost, them! 

Mr. T. W. Lawton, ‘03, of Sanford, 
now Superintendent of Public Instruc¬ 
tion in Seminole County, but com¬ 
monly called "T. Willie” when he was 
head of the Sandspur Stuff, spoke 
very effectively of the province of the 
public school in making real Ameri¬ 
cans of the hoys and girls of our coun¬ 
try. Mr Lawton held up a high ideal 
for the schools of the country, and 
stilted that the press of the United 
States, as a whole, was not lining its 
share toward obtaining that. goal. He 
believes flint, every immigrant should 
be required to learn to read and write 
UUH language, and that they should 
be influenced by good, dean Ameri¬ 
can journal ism. and not by the fore¬ 
ign language yellow sheets prevalent 
today. Mr. Lawton touched con¬ 
vincingly upon the necessity of a liv¬ 
ing wage fov common school teachers, 
a wage commensurate with the re¬ 
sponsibility that ia theirs in the mold* 
mg of true Americans. 

Mr. Arthur L. Slater, '09, of St. 
Augustine, spoke of the progress of 
the- Sandspur since the time when 
ho edited it as a yearly publication 
over ten years ago. Ho said that it 
was u great paper and predicted that 
some day the Sundspur would be a 
daily. 

Miss Mary Branham, 'll, of Or¬ 
lando, editor of the Sandspur in 
1D1 (I, responded with encouraging 
words to the present staff and a 
pledge to the future of the paper. 

Announcing that, following a very 
old custom, he had saved the best till 
last, Mr. Hill introduced Mr. Double- 
day, whom all had been waiting to 
hear. 

Mr. Douhleday- ideate in Journalism. 

Mr. Doubieduy is a man with an 
ideal. That, perhaps, i* why he can j 
say of hia business, as so many busi¬ 
ness men do not say of theirs, “1 
think my business is the best bust-1 
ness in the world,” 

“Publishing,” says Mr. Doubleday, 
“in a great business, and nut enough 
young men of the right sort are go¬ 
ing into it, It is one of the finest 
businesses in the world, and l have 
not done so badly in a financial way 
either—I've made enough In come to 
Florida I” 

The great publisher was loat he to 
*pcak of himself, but consented to say 
a few word* about hi* entrance into 
the profession of publishing. "I did 
not have near the chance that every 


one present here tonight has. I had 
only three years of schooling, and at 
the age of fourteen l was thrown on 
my own resources, so I got a job in a 
publishing house." (Mr. Duubleday 
spent 17 years with Scribners L 
When he started the firm of Double- 
day, Pago & Co., Mr. Doubleday had 
only $1,200 "and a big and expensive 
family.” and so “of course,” ho says, 
“1 couldn’t use nny of the money for 
the business,” But he admits that 
what he did have was a good supply 
of a fair brand of “hot air." This he 
“sold” to a hunker for the small sum 
of £5,0(10,00, win ill sum gave him a 
start, “Since that time, I have owed 
a million dollars and haven’t been 
afraid—and if my creditors were 
afraid they were too polite to mention 
it to me,” 

"in our plant today/* continued Mr. 
Douhleday, "We use thirty tons of 
paper, print 250,000 magazines, and 
make twenty-eight hundred hook* ov- 
ury twenty-four hours. The paper we 
use every day would ntretch for a dis- 
r.iiiii'e of thirty-two miles." 

Mr. Doubleday has boon a close 
friend of Rudynrd Kipling for over a 
score of years, end tell* an interesting 
story of the time that he* took Andrew 
Carnegie to meet Kipling at the lat¬ 
ter’s hotel. Upon being presented, 
Mr. Carnegie bowed respectfully and 
said, “Mr. Kipling, this is the proud¬ 
est moment of my life. As Bobbie 
Burns says in that immortal poem,- 
As Bobbie Burns says,-— As Burns 

says-, A* Shapes pea re puts it,” 

(He was quite evidently confused be¬ 
yond all hope of saying what ho had 
rehearsed for this coveted meeting), 
“As Shako—" Here Mr. Doubled ay 
broke in with, "Say. Mr. Carnegie, 
how is the steel business and saved 
the day. 


As Mr. Lawton lids an ideal in edu¬ 
cation in public schools, Mr, Double- 
day bus an ideal in publishing. Ia 
Kpcaking nf this ideal in journalism, 
and of the tremendous responsibility 
of those who spread printer’s ink over 
vast quantities of paper in this coun¬ 
try, Mr, Douhleday turned to Mr. 
Lawton and said: “Mr, Lawton, if 
you only knew how many lectures 
along the lines you have just spoken 
chat 1 have given to my editors! And, 
tu my sorrow, it, is very hard for them 
to see it.” 

Attacks William Randolph Hearst 
amt. ClinractsfHsea Arthur Hr in¬ 
tuitu’ as “Crook” 

Thi 1 great publisher told of the im- 
men so resources mid of the vast, pe- 
ten I Lullty of the Hearst interests Hu 
outlined the power for good that lay 
dormant in that great press associa¬ 
tion under the control of William 
Randolph Hearst, and characteris'd 
Arthur Brisbane, chief editorial writ¬ 
er for the Heart interests, as ft 
"crook,” 

"To my mind/* said Mr, Double¬ 
day, “the ideal publishing house 
would be run by Dr. Lyman Abbott 
and Andrew Carnegie." Constructive 
journalism coupled with financial 
stuiegth is fin ideal about which Mr. 
Doubleday dreams, “There ha* nev¬ 
er been an Andrew Carnegie in journ¬ 
al ism, there has never been art Ar¬ 
mour. My ideal of a publishing 
house,” euiilinued Mr. Douhleday, 
"would make Its own paper and its 
own ink, it would control its materials 
at the source, so that there would bo 
no question of its strength, it would 
be run by the right kind of men and 
would be a constructive power in thfr 
land, And J believe the salvation of 
the American people lies in theft in

Though the city did 
not: take its name from the beauty of 
the factory grounds, Doubleday, Page 
k Co., might be called the “Garden 
City” of the world of publishers. 

”1 believe in putting a premium up¬ 
on effort, and in paying in proportion 
to what is done," said Mr. Douhleday. 
"Tbe Unions want more pay for less 
work, and limit the individual in his 
productiveness for the sake of uni¬ 
formity, What chance is there for 
the man who is a genius under such 
rule? Men are content to work for 
me because I give them a square 
deal." 

After the banquet at the request of 
members of the staff, Mr., Doubleday 
consented to meet with them some 
time for an informal talk upon the 
various phases of his work in which 
they might bo interested. 

It is generally felt that this bnti- 
(|uet marks the beginning of great 
improvement in conditions surround¬ 
ing the work of the college papers of 
the state.

Rex was a big, 
healthy boy, strong, vigorous, and 
full of energy—interested in every¬ 
thing of which boys with his fine 
physique, and exuberance of spirit 
are fond. 

lie liked the girls and was discip¬ 
lined sometimes for unallowed asso¬ 
ciation with some of them, as well as 
for some other violations of college 
rules. 

He was a fairly good student, and 
while hu could Loll an interesting 
story sit this boyish period, he show¬ 
ed, little or no ability as a story-writ¬ 
er. 

Rex, as is natural with most boya, 
liked good things to eat and these in

of these individuals hud boarded a 
naval vessel at Philadelphia and had 
told the sailors that Government In¬ 
surance would not be good after five 
yea rs. 

“Government Life Insurance for 
veterans of tin- great war is a per¬ 
manent proposition," said Director 
Gholmeley-Jones. “Misleading state¬ 
ments have been made to the effect, 
that Government Insurance will cense 
at the end of five years after the war, 
or that it will be turned over to pri¬ 
vate companies. Such statements are 
absolutely false and without founda¬ 
tion. There is, however, a require¬ 
ment that the temporary term insur¬ 
ance held tlu ring the war which in¬ 
creased in cost from year to year, i>c 
changed or converted into one of the 


six permanent forms of Government 
Life Insurance, (ordinary life, 20- 
payment life, 30-paymont life, 20 year 
endowment, 30-year emiow'iuunt, or 
endowment at age 62) within five 
years after the formal declaration of 
peace hy proclamation of the presi¬ 
dent, if the insured desires to con¬ 
tinue to be protected. This perman¬ 
ent insurance does not increase in 
premium cost as the insured grows 
older. 

"Improper conduct by the individ¬ 
uals I have referred to la in direct 
opposition to the attitude of the great 
life insurance companies, which is 
embraced in a statement by the sec 
rotary of one of the large companies, 
who recently aaid: 

“ ( ()f rourae, a life insurance com¬ 
pany cannot grant insurance nt less 
Ilian cost, hut the Government offers 


insurance to soldiers rmd sailors at 
lens than it would cost the Govern¬ 
ment to grant that insurance (that is 
because the Government hears all ex¬ 
penses of management, etc.) The 
government is justified in this liber¬ 
ality in consideration of the fuct that 
these soldiers and sailors have risked 
their lives, or have been willing to 
risk their lives, fur the benefit of the 
Nation, All this being so, it is ub 
vinualy expedient for scddkmi and 
sailors to lake all the insuranee of¬ 
fered by the Government at the low 
rate charged. 

"The company whose secretary 
made the above statement has in¬ 
structed alt its agents to refuse to 
take applications from soldiers and 
nailers until they have taken the full 
amount uf the new Government In¬ 
surance to which they are entitled."

“Ad” Topper Weill, the world’s 
greatest fancy shot, mid a member of 
the Shooting Promotion Division of 
the Winchester Repeating Arms Com¬ 
pany, was a big feature on the found¬ 
er's Week program of the school On 
Saturday afternoon* February 21, be¬ 
fore n large crowd of students, alum¬ 
ni, anti people of Winter Park, Mr. 
Topperwein, assisted by Boyd K, nun- 
cam of Lucy, Tenn., the youngest pro¬ 
fessional Lrapshot in the world, dem¬ 
onstrated the remarkable proficiency 
of the modern firearms. Duncan, two 
years ago, won the amateur trap’ 
shooting championship of the State of 
Tennessee, and is a southpaw shooter. 

Mr. Topperwein first made a short 
speech, explaining the object of his 
tour, which began at Ocala, Florida, 
and will end in Atlanta, Georgia, on 
April 3. The American nation is a 
nation of shooters, said Mr. Topper- 
worn, but. nevertheless over one half

of the men who went overseas in the 
war, knew nothing at all about shoot¬ 
ing, or at least were ignorant of how 
to shoot properly. It ia as much up 
to the father of today to teach his 
aon how to shoot ns how to swim. He 
also remarked that ladies, nowadays, 
are much more interested and pro¬ 
ficient in shooting, than heretofore 
It is especially necessary that a lady 
know how to handle a revolver in a 
business-like manner. la addition to 
many apparent advantages shooting 
takes one out of doors. One does not 
have to be born a genius to shoot 
well Proficiency and skill in the 
handling of firearms comes merely 
through practice. 

Mr. Topperwein commenced the ex¬ 
hibition by shooting at a few small 
objects. Mr. Duncan livid n cigarette 
in his mouth, and “Ad” shot the cig 
arette in half He also shot lit a few 
objects with his buck turned to them 
using a mirror to see the position of 
the: objects. He repeated this perfor¬ 
mance with u revolver. The loading 
of the gums, throughout the perform¬ 



ance, was so well arranged that no 
time was lost in the procedure. The 
various styles of Winchester rifles 
were demonstrated, including the old 
style .32 soft nose, Mr. Topperwein 
would throw tw'o, three, and even 
four objects in the air at a time, and 
hit every one, when demonstrating 
the repeater. Such “stunts" us shoot¬ 
ing through the hole in a washer, 
whirling through the air, shooting 
two objects, thrown into the air nt 
one time, with two different guns, and 
shooting the outlines of the head of 
Uncle Sam in a large sheet of tin 
were features of the exhibition. 

Mr. Duncan demonstrated the Win¬ 
chester Junior trap shooting outfit, 
After tJic performance, ladies and 
gentlemen in the audience were al¬ 
lowed to try their hands at the shoot, 
tng game. 

Among the prominent visitor* pres¬ 
ent were Mr, Bartlett, a former Win¬ 
chester exhibitor, whom Mr. Topper¬ 
wein met twenty years ago at San 
Francisco, and whom he introduced to 
the audience; and Cnptnfh Jenkins, 
editor of the Outer’s Book magazine, 
who was reenctly overseas. 

The following biography of .Mr, 
Topperwein, nnd account of hi.* work, 
taken from a Winchester pamphlet 
is of interest since it gives one an 
idea of the exhibition which took 
place upon the shores of Lake Virgin¬ 
ia Saturday afternoon. 

“Ad Topperwein, the greatest liv¬ 
ing fancy and flying target shot with 
rifle, pistol ami shotgun, is n native 
of Texas, his home being in San An 
tonics. Texas is a state long noted 
for its pood shots. Being brought up 
in such an atmosphere, it is not sur- 
prising t hat Topperwein was given 
the stimulus to develop a natural skill 
for shooting possessed by him in an 
unusual degree. This is marvelous¬ 
ly displayed in his exhibitions. He 
uses no special equipment, but ordi¬ 
nary Winchester guns and Winches¬ 
ter am munition, the regular ammuni¬ 
tion such as is sold everywhere. He 
shoots nt objects of varying sizes, 
such as oranges, apples, bits of coal, 
walnuts, small marbles, empty cart¬ 
ridge shells, etc., which are thrown 
! into the air and hit with bullets from 
his rifle or revolver, held in every 
conceivable position. On thirteen oc¬ 
casions Mr, Topperwein lias broken 
the world's record, shooting flying: 
targets with a rifle. At one time be 
hit 4,064 L% inch targets out of 
6.000 thrown into the air ut a dis¬ 
tance of 25 feet; and on another oc¬ 
casion he hit 0 999 out of 10,000 2 1 , 
iich blocks thrown at the same dis¬ 
tance, missing only one out of the cn-

Lire lot, In the most marvelous exhi¬ 
bition ever attempted by him or any¬ 
one else, Mr. Topperwein shot for ten 
successive days at 2*4 inch blocks 
thrown into the air at a distance of 
about 26 feet ami missed only four 
out of the first 60,000 and only nine 
out of the entire lot of 72,600. Dur¬ 
ing the exhibition he made straight 
runs of 13,219, 13,292, 13,699 and 14,- 
640. Such u feat seems ini possible 
and show's hi* extraordinary skill. 
Another wonderful performance of 
Mr. Topperwein's which brings nut a 
different phase of his skill nnd never 
fails to hold attention, is the drawing 
nf pictures in perfect outline with 
bullets shot from his rifle. This he 
does in rapid time—just as fast as hr 
can pull the trigger of his Winchester 
automatic. It is fascinating to watch 
the picture grow as the bullet* pi IT, 
pitT all over the target 

During Lho war period Mr, Topper¬ 
wein was instructor of trap shooting 
at the School of Military Aeronautics 
at Austin. Texas, where his know¬ 
ledge of fire arms was of great ser¬ 
vice to the Government,"
